EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Move The Flag Pole 


The town’s inability té fly the American Flag was more 
than ever noticeable last week, when Main st. was lined 
with flags in honor of Flag Day. 

The lonely old spire atop the town hall was conspicu- 
ously bare, however. 

This condition has prevailed for quite a few months 

ever since the flag finally was taken down last winter 
after several weeks of being tangled in the lines, which 
themselves have become knotted. 

Seems that the pole must be re-strung, if a flag is to be 
flown. 

And to get the top of the pole, one must either hire 
experienced riggers, at a relatively high fee, or borrow 
the use of the ladder truck in Lawrence. The latter course 
was taken the last time the rope knotted and stuck in the 
pulley. Since then, the Lawrence ladder broke when it 
was being used for a similar purpose at a Lawrence site. 
And although it has been replaced, it is somewhat doubt- 
ful whether that Department would wish to undertake the 
project again. 

There have been suggestions to the effect that a pole 
could be placed in the center of the small area in front 
of the town hall. In modern days, poles are hinged so they 
can be lowered easily for maintenance. If this is done, the 
old pole could be removed from the hall, where it serves 
little purpose now. 

We suggest that some attention might be paid to this 
suggestion or any other that will allow the town to once 


again fly the flag properly. 


Danger - Drive Slowly 


Public attention should be focused on Lovejoy rd. in the 
next few weeks, as one of the great danger areas in the 
community. 

Motorists, in particular, should be aware that this nar- 
row road will be supporting considerably more traffic than 
ordinary - in addition to the Indian Ridge trucks and equip- 
ment, there is now a major water and sewer installation 
and the site work for the new school. 

Even though the road is blocked off as a through-way, 
it is quite obvious that hundreds of cars will be driving 
along this road every day. 

Great care must be taken, on a street that should not be 
supporting this kind of traffic, or there may be further 
serious accidents. .

Could Have ‘ 
Received Credit 


The town could have gained 
credit towards its share of the cost 
of the urban renewal project — if 
this is approved next March — by 
having a drainage study done with- 
in the renewal area this year. 

Instead, the town has moved 
forward with the drainage study in 
the Hfolt rd. area, as recommended 
on a priority list from the con- 
sulting engineers, Camp, Dresser 
and McKee. 

Urban Renewal Director James 
Franklin told the Selectmen Mon- 
day night that the Housing Author- 
ity has been required to undertake 
the study, because it must be 
done for the urban. renewal 
planning. He told the Isoard that 
the cost of this engineering work, 
if paid by the town, would have 
been credited to the town when 
the final cost is tabulated. He did 
not elaborate on the subject, nor 
indicate whether this suggestion 
was made to the town manager 
prior to the decision on studying 
the Hole rd, area. 


Coincidentally, the drainage 
study progress will be up for re- 
view within the next month, 


according to a report from Town 
Manager Thomas }.. Duff. He has 
informed the Selectmen that 
Joseph J.awlor, a partner in the 
firm, will confer with the Board in 
July and will +then outline pro- 
yress made to date, 

The meeting comes as a result 
of a request from Selectmen Kus- 
sell G. Doyle, who asked that the 
Hoard be kept up-to-date on the 
study. Mr. J.awlor also will be. in 
town the week of June 26 to talk 
with Mr. Duff about the Holt rd.
